The following tables present in summarized form the statistics of public and of pri- 
vate kindergartens for ttn— ram** States. The detailed statistics which are sum- 
marized in Tables 3 and 4 are given for individual cities and towns in the report 
on statistics of city school systems for 1919-20. 1 1 was not thought desirable to separate 
the detailed statistics -of kindergartens from t)>e statistics of elementary, high, and 
vocational schools in these cities, since such separation would destroy the unity and 
completeness of thecity school report. The detailed statistics of public kindergartens in 
cities having a population less than 10,000, and tha>e of private kindergartens, are not 
printed elsewhere. This summarized report is prepared for the use of those who are 
interested in the statistics of kindergarten* for the country as a whole and for the indi- 
vidual States. Corresponding statistics for 1917-18 appear in Bulletin Xo. 3\, 1920. 

Some of the data presented herein wilMater appear in graphic form and will be more 
fully discussed in the Biennial Survey of Education. In this survey the statistics of 
all types of educational institutions will be brought together to portray the general 
status and trend of education in the United States.
